Missouri and Kansas Telephone 
Go. to Inaugurate It 


NEXT SATURDAY NI0HT. 


ETcry Telephone Now In Use Will Be 
Beplaced By a New Lonjr Dis- 
tanee Instrnment« 


The 
new 
switch board of 
the 
Missoari 
and 
Kansas Telephone 
Co. has been completed and “ test­ 
ed out’ ’ ready for service, and work­ 
men are 
now making the connec­ 
tions at the central office and test 
ing each subscriber’s wire prepara­ 
tory to putting the new system into 
use on next Saturday night. 
Each one of the 
old telephones 
has been equipped with a little tin 
box called a 
condenser, so that it 
will work in connection 
with the 
new switch-board until 
the 
new 
telephones can be put in. 
When 
all the connections have been made 
in the central office, a small piece 
of paper will be 
slipped into the 
*^relay” on each line entering the 
new switch-board, and then, when 
all is 
ready, 
the battery will be 
turned on, each little “ relay” will 
open, 
nine hundred bits of paper 
will flutter 
down to the floor like 
I 
a stage 
snow 
storm, 
and the old 
switch-board will be “ dead” 
and 
the new one working. 


After that it will not be neces­ 
sary to turn the crank to get cen­ 
tral. 
Turning the crank will do 
no harm, neither will it do any 
good, aside from relieving the feel­ 
ings of some impatient subscriber 
who is not getting his connection 
as quickly as he thinks he should. 
The work of putting in the new 
telephones will begin at once and 
will be - carried on as rapidly as is 


possible. 
The 
residence 
’ phones 
will be changed fitst, and fifty of 
the instruments for them are now 
on hand. Manager Lincoln has re­ 
ceived notice of a shipment of six 
hundred more from the factory at 
Chicago, 111., and has ordered one 
hundred and seventy-five wall tele­ 
phones and fifty desk sets for busi­ 
ness houses and offices. 
Three styles of telephones will 
be used on the new system. 
The 
^ talking powers of the three #ill be 
exactly the same, the difference be­ 
ing only in the form of the wood­ 
work. 
The 
residence telephones 
will be of oak and measure only 
ten inches in length, seven inches 
in width and project out from the 
wall about six inches. 
They will 
have no desk or table at the bottom 
like the old ones. 
The 
wall 
sets 
for 
business 
houses will also be of oak, but will 
be smaller than the old kind and 


with a shelf below to accommodate 
those who wish to write while talk­ 
ing. 


The desk telephones will be much 
like those now in use, except that 
the heavy box on the bottom will 
be left off and all of the transmit­ 
ters will be 
of the long-distance 
pattern. 


Sedalia will be the fitst city to 
have 
such 
a 
sweeping 
change 
made. 
It most of the larger cities 
the telephone company has kept on 
using the old style of telephones 
until they were worn out, but al­ 
though Sedalia has over four hun­ 


dred 
practically 
new 
telephones 
they all will be taken out.

THE WAT ER CO/S CASE. 


City of Sedalia Suffered a Partial De­ 
feat Yesterday. 


The city suffered a partial defeat 
in the circuit court yesterday in the 
quo warranto proceeding to forfeit 
the franchise of the Sedalia Water- 
works company. 


Among other 
grounds 
alleged 
for forfeiting the franchise was the 
claim that the water company had 
failed to maintain the fire pressure 
of from 75 to 125 pounds required 
by ordinance. 
Toe water company moved to 
strike this ground out of the peti­ 
tion filed by the city. 
The reason 
given was that the ordinance itself 
fixed the penalty for failure to fur­ 
nish the required fire pressure on 
the occasion of any fire. 
This penalty was to be a for­ 
feiture of the rental on the hydrant 
at the time next following when 
the hydrant 
rental 
became 
due, 
provided tbe city served a thirty 
days’ notice on the water company. 
It was claimed for the company 
that the punishment for the failure 
to give a proper fire pressure was 
fixed by contract and 
ordinance, 
and that the city could not ask for 
another and greater punishment, 
such as the forfeiture of the fran­ 
chise of the company. 


The motion was argued by Mr. 
A , L. Shortridge, city counselor, 
for the city, and by Mr. Charles E. 
Yeater, 
attorney for 
the Water­ 
works company. 


The court sustained the motion 
of the company and struck out of 
the petition all that part relating 
to a failure to furnish fire pressure, 
and consequently no evidence will 
be permitted on that ground.

The case was tried in the Morgan 
county circuit court, and the ver­ 
dict was in favor of Mrs. Adair. 
The case was appealed to the su­ 
preme court, which, on Wednes­ 
day, sustained the judgment of the 
lower court. 
The other case, which was also 
tried in the Morgan county circuit 
court, was that of John Bolton vs. 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany 
for 
damages.

pants, button hole makers, patent 
self-heating irons for pressing, an 
ingenious device for cutting; in 
short, all those 
up-to-date 
ideas 
and 
methods 
that 
have 
caused 
Europe to view with alarm what 
they call the “ American invasion.” 
Electricity is the power used. 
J. 
M. Cain 
has operated 
the 
plant since December, 
1902, and 
when 
the 
busy 
season— May 


arrives, expects to work at least 
fifty hands, all skilled labor, as no 
other kind 
would 
answer. 
The 
capacity is 100 dozen a week, and 
sixty-three styles of pants are made. 
Five traveling men are employed, 
Missouri, Texas, Kansas, 
Indian 
territory and Oklahoma being the 


scenes of their labors, and to judge 
by the orders on file they are meet­ 
ing with good success, which is as 
it should be, 
for without doubt 


better goods at the same prices are 
not made anywhere. 


Sedalia Woolen Mills, 
These thoroughly equipped mills 
were established in 1868 by Han­ 
cock & Co., and in 1883 were pur­ 
chased by the Cain Brothers,having 
been run continuously since first 
put in operation.

In His Action.

Sedalia friends 
of Hon.

Carnes, and they are legion, are 
willing to wager 100 to i that he 


did not provoke the quarrel he had 
in Kansas 
City 
last 
Wednesday 
night with a United States army offi­ 
cer from Fort Leaven worth,the par­ 
ticulars of which were printed in 
Friday’s D e m o c r a t . 
The Kansas 
City Journal of yesterday had the 
following additional on 
the sub­ 
ject : 


The statement that Depot Master 
Mont Carnes would be subjected 
to an investigation for the trouble 
he had Wednesday night 
at 
the 
depot with Capt. L. M, Koehler, 
of Fort Leavenworth, and Col. D. 
R. Anthony, of the 
Leavenworth 
Times, has 
considerably agitated 
the friends of Mr. Carnes, and he 
was 
urged last 
night 
to 
prefer 
charges against Koehler 
for con­ 
duct unbecoming an officer. Carnes 
had requested the two men, who 
were with their wives, to leave the 
waiting room on the second floor, 
so it could De cleaoed.and they had 
refused to do so, at the same time 


addressing 
profane language to­ 
ward Carnes. 
The elderly depot 
master then administered a sound 
beating to the army officer. 
Those who witnessed the affair 
say that the depot master was per­ 
fectly justified in what he did, and 
Mr. Carnes secured several state­ 
ments yesterday to support his po­ 
sition. 
Officer Lawson, who is stationed 
along Union avenue, was in the 
depot at the time and was called to 
investigate the matter. 
He did so 
and said last night that the depot 
master was perfectly justified, 
“ And I 
was 
surprised,” 
said 
Lawson, “ that 
Carnes 
kept his 
lead 80 coolly afterward in 
the 
face of the insulting attitude 
of 
Col. Anthony toward him. 
A n ­ 
thony raged 
up 
and 
down 
the 
depot, swearing, until I thought I 
would have to arrest him to pro- 
ect the women in the station.” 
Friends of Carnes say charges 
should be preferred against Koehler 
on account of the language he used 
before women. 
The captain’s wife 
and 
mother-in-law 
were 
present 
during the 
trouble, 
Mr. Carnes 
said he would do nothing in re­ 
gard to the matter, but his friends 
say they 
will 
see 
him 
through 
with it.

Night Depotmaster Mont Carnes 
in regard to the trouble was sub­ 
mitted to tbe officials of the Union 
Depot company yesterday.

Families there are still 
large. 
The 
ten-child 
home,

largely reduced to a tradition in 
the south, is by no means unusual. 
The economic restrain is less op­ 
erative. 
In rural regions, where 
space and food and fuel are inex­ 
pensive, the rearing of a family of 
ten children is not the burden pro­ 
portionally that it is in the urban 
communities of Ihe north, where 
every occupied room means added 
cost, and where the requirements 
of life are so high. 
H ow long the large family habit 
of the south will last remains to be 
seen ; the day it stops the negro 
brother will come into possession 
of the land, for it will be several 
generations at least before the pre­ 
ventive checks, so-called, will af­ 
fect his rate of increase.
